son replied, “ W ell, we must take ad­ 
vantage of those two chances." 
In conversation with 
his 
barber, 
Mr. Albert Baumgartner, at the Law ­ 
son home the past week, the popular 
atto rn ey,expressed the belief that he 
would not d i° of the illness that had 
kept him from his office for several 
weeks, adding: 
“ The Law sons do not die oe dis­ 
ease. 
My father, 
grandfather 
and 
great-grandfather were all accident­ 


ally killed.” 
Mr. Lawson was born at Foster. 
Bracken county, Ky., June *k 1871, 
and was the son of Mr. and Mrs John 


BB. Lawson, who were among the best 
.nown and most highly respected res­ 
idents of that section of the Blue 
Grass state. 
It was in that and an 
adjoining county that he received his 
early education, and when about in

Two years later he came to Mis­ 
souri. and for a short time was en­ 
gaged in traveling for various whole­ 
sale firms, and in 1896 he came to 
Sedalia with his wife and had since 
that time resided here permanently. 
He first engaged in the brokerage 
business on coming to this city, of 
which he made a success, an i while 
conducting the same spent a large 
portion of his time in studying law*.
